has enKaycd himself. 

nrotlicr Honiface entered the or- 
der ol llie Xaverlan Brothers In 
Louisville on August 28, 1864, when 
but thirteen yean of age. He has 
since that time been aotlTely engaged 
In the work of teaching and of 
preparation for success In pedagogy, 
the noblest of sriencps, I.oiilsvllle. 
Baltimore and Woroster, Mass, 
have been the principal places 
where this good brother has had op- 
portunity to display bis special 
qualifications, and everywhere be 
has been most successful In the ex- 
ploitation of his particular posses- 
"■"..tk sloDs. Himself a product of the 
Xaverlan system, the application of 
that system to his wards has been 
made with zeal and affection. Hence 
In part his unmistakable triumphs 
with bis pupils, many of whom have 
been raised to God's altar. His work 
baa erer been of a marked charac- 
ter, and the growth of the college 
or school In which be may be en- 
gaged gives evidence of the appre- 
ciated usefulness of Ills metliods, 
, The heavenly graces conferred by 

the Lord upon Brother Boniface 
have enabled him to continue for 
fifty yeera In the labor of educating 
the heart and conscience as well as 
the mind Of the youth of the land, 
thus .securing to the country the 
needful crops of good Chrlsllans 
and good cltlsens.

The roluinbuB centennary celebra- 
tion was honored by the raising of 
the riilled States Mag by the chil- 
dren of S! Patrick's si hools, 
Brother Boniface arranging (or the 
eoeaslon a programme of beautiful 
mnsle. At tbe golden Jubilee of the 
venerable Brother Stanislaus In lit. 
St. Joseph's College, Brother Boni- 
face was a collaborateur with 
Brother Isidore in the production 
of the "Jubilatuiu," tbe former 
writing tbe music for tk* laMar's 
literary composition.

The ser- 
mon was preached by tbe Rev. 
Charles P. iRaffo, who spoke elo- 
quently but briefly on tbe efforts of 
Father Assent, the pastor, and the 
efforts that had led to the decision 
CO replace ilie old edifiie. and then 
.llscoursed on the faith and luission 
jf the one true church.

The war and Redmond's speech 
last Monday nicht finally won for 
home rule, cabled Hon. T. P. O'Con- 
nor to the press of Sunday. With 
extraordinary courage and presence 
of minil Redmond saw the psy- 
iholoKlcal moment to place Ireland 
by the side of the British Empire in 
the glgaatte atmccle Joat beginning, 
and offered to the Oorernment not 
merely Inland's aympathy but a 
pledge to secnra Inland's shores 
from the foreign Invader by Irish 
volunteers alone. No speech In mod- 
ern times has created such Inwiiediate 
and tremendous effect. Tlie House 
cheered till It was hoarse. Tories 
as well as Liberals, many with tears 
In their eyes, rushed to shake Red- 
mond's hand, and the Torlea eepe- 
cially declared that their hostility 
to home rule was now cone. 

Crowds awaiting outside Bucking- 
ham Palace and Downing street to 
hear the declaration of war at mid- 
night on Monday cheered Redmond. 
His photograph in all the moving 
picture riiows was raoelved with 
wild cheers. From Ireland came an 
Immediate, universal response, back- 
ing Redmond's words, and an aston- 
ishing and unprecedented scene was 
witnessed of volunteers and masses 
of people accompanying soldiers to 
stations with cheers as they took 
their departnra for the war. But 
behind tbe scenes Redmond was in 
constant consultation with Asqutth 
and surveyed the situation with his 
characteristic combination of firm- 
ness, vigllan<e and self-control. 

It was revealed lo liiiin that Bonar 
Law and other Tory leailers had 
Joined Carson In a demand that home 
rule should •be he)4 up. Adioam- 
meat iastea* of ,pforogatlon made all' 
the difference whether the home rule 
bill would be put on the statute book 
immediately or at some distant date. 
As It turned out these protests, 
ihoiiKh natural, wor4' unnecessary, 
for .■\s(iiiitli never coiiieniphited any 
such betrayal, and on .Monday next 
an announcement la expected that 
the adjournment Is only for two 
weeks, and that when the House 
meets again the session wilt end in 
prorogation and the home rule bill 
will Imiiiedlatidy become a law. 

The Tories will be offered at the 
same time the choice between dis- 
cussing the amending bill then or In 
a new aeasion later. la the snean- 
lime Ireland's support of the British 
Kniplre In the hour of peril Is more 
ihiirj justified by a new, unanimous 
feeiiiiK by tlie men of all races and 
all parlies in ilie British Kmpire 
that this war is one for the defense 
of the principle of nationallly of 
small States; of emancipating Eur- 
ope froai the grladlns and Intolerable 
tyranny of German military auto- 
cracy. 

The revolt of some extreme rad- 
icals which was uttered loudly last 
Monday has died uul and all the 
nation stands enthusiastically behind 
the British Oovernment in this ^reat 
crusade to save France, Belgium and 
demoeratlc liberty. Nob<Mly has any 
doubt that thouch the way may be 
long Europe wlU conquer Oenuany, 
and already there Is a firm resolve 
aa the first fruits of victory to re- 
store Alsace-Lorraine to its people. 
Winston Churchill, as the man whu 
put tbe fleet In such splendid condi- 
tion, divides with Redmond the posi- 
tion of popular hera. 

The removal ol tbe arms proela-. 
mation enables tbe Irish volunteers 
to arm more speedily. London takes 
the whule situation seriously but 
calmly. The temporary dislocation 
of finance and business is passing 
rapidly away and confidence In vic- 
tory and In Juatice of England's 
cause ara strong and universal.

It Is on the road to amend- 
ment. His Lordship is tlghtliiK hard 
to secure the day of rest for his 
parlshlonen Who worh for thla com- 
pany. 

"We have Jnat hhd a hearing 
from the United Statea Oovern- 
ment," said the Btahop. "The Fed- 
eration on Industrial Relations held 
a public lieiring In Lead on Monday 
nd Tucsd.iy. and it was established 
by the evidence of the company's 
ofllcera that all my contentions were 
true, and that Sunday closing was 
not observed, and further, that 
owing to the abaolnte control of the 
situation by the Homestake Mining 
Company no relief could be obtained 
as long as they wera unable to see 
the need of Sunday obaervaiii e. ii 
Is my duty to see that my people 
are able to go to church," continued 
the Bishop, "and Incidentally I am 
also trytng to rid that section ot tbe 
country of the overwhelming Influ- 
ence of the company both In politics 
and business. On my way down to 
Chicago I stopped at St |>aul, 
where I had the privilege of iiddress- 
Ing the delegates to the national 
convention of tbe KnighU of Colum- 
bus.

Sinci' I raised 
that question in L(>ad they now de- 
mand from every applicant for em- 
ployment a statement as to their 
religious aflUatloas aa well aa their 
political views, and when a man 
applies for a position he Is kept 
waiting, or as they put It, he is told 
lo 'rustle.' Translated out of the 
vernacular that means come around 
every morning, report to the time- 
keeper's office and we will see In 
the meantime tbe company's spotters 
ara seat out to sound him. Theee 
'spotten' have never b«»n aetnally 
proven to be In the emp'loy of the 
company. The company does not 
admit It. but the man is approached 
from different men and he is sounderl 
regarding his views on important 
i'ubjects. Then after a week or 
two of 'rustling' be Is either refused 
or accepted. Tbe company Inalsts 
the men may lay oft on Sunday, If 
they wish. They will not discrim- 
inate, they say. But the men say 
dliferently. The.v Insist that the 
company does discriminate, and that 
tbe shift boss will discriminate 
agalnat those men who do lay off on 
Sunday, giving them the hardest 
Jobs and laying them off the Brat of 
the lot when the work Is slaeh. 

"The only thing I asked ot the 
company waa that they would net 
discriminate against these men, and 
that the\ make It a bona tide offer, 
and state that they would like to see 
a man take advantage of it And 
they rafuaed. It was then I opened 
lira upon them. I wanted the men 
to feel that If they wished to lay off 
on Sunday theyeould, and they don't 
feel that way. The company has not 
given me a letter that would satisfy 
the men, and I take the posiiloii that 
the company should not offer them 
work on Sunday, for they should 
earn enough in six days of labor to 
support them and not be eompelled 
to eke out a living by Sunday work. 
The Homeatake Mining Company 
has no right to take advantage of 
the scanty pay It doles out to them 
riie law of South Dakota forbids 
iiiiiiecetiKary work on Sunday and 
the company could very eaally ai^ 
range to give that day to a very 
large number of ita gMn. All of 
them ahould have It." 

The Bishop, When asked for bis 
opinion aa to tbe ultimate reault of 
Ills Itght. expressed the opinion that 
nliiinalely we would have a national 
law waking one day of rest 
obligatory. "The Stala gl New 
Tork baa adopted saw a law," he 
said, "and thate la no reaaoa why 
othera skoaM aot.

WAS AlCHBlSiiOP'S SEUETAIT 



By James A. Rooney, ll. d. 
Though Delaware, waa the last of 
the original thirteen States tu be 
given a Blahopric, aa the dlooeee 

of Wilmington waa not established 

until March 3. 1868, and her first 
Bishop was not conserrati^d until the 
following .■\ugu9t, it is not to be sup- 
posi cl that Catholi( ily had not made 
its influence felt in the colony 
prior to that time. Tha early mla* 
slonarles were not harassed la Dela- 
ware by the antl-Cathollc onsctmenta 
that disgraced the statute books of 
the other colonist, for in its consti- 
tution of 1776 it was declared that 
"there sh'ill be no ( stablit-hment of 
any one reli^'ioiis sect in this State 
in preference to auother." Besides it 
was tao eonvenlent to the Maryland 
missions to ba loag neglected by the 
Jesuits ot those dt.ys.

As early as l"5o the Fatfaera of 
St. Francis Xavicr's in Bohemia 
Manor are recorded to have estab- 
lished .1 riiissioii at Apoiininiminek. 
in .New Castle cointy, anil even 
twenty years before that it is not ; 
Improbable that the first mass in the 
colony was otferod up In the home - 
of Cornelius HalhUMtt, aa Irish Cath- 1 
oiic who lived aaar the praaeat 
Mount Cuba. . | 

The Kpiscopali ins were watchlag 
the adherents ot the ancient faith, 
for from their records we learn of 
the presence of Catholica in Dover 
la 1I4S to 1S51. They were atUnded 
from Maryland by a Jesuit who waa 
known as Father Manners, by 
Father Faure, Father John Rosseter, 
an Augustlan, who iiad been an of- 
ficer in Uorhaiiibeau's army; by 
Father Cibot, a French refugee from 
San Domingo, and by Father Charles 
Whelan, a chaph'.iu of De Qraaae'a 
fleet and for two years pastor of Old 
St. Peter's In Barclay street, New 
York. Father Whelnn was pastor of 
St. Mary'8 log church at Coffee Run 
in Mill Creek Hundred, about six 
miles from Wilniingloii, that had 
been built by Father Manners, and 
his successor was Father Patrick 
Kenny, who had for an assistant 
Father George A. Carroll, S. J., who 
was consecrated the first Bishop of 
Covington on November 1, It 
was from this first church that tlie 
Catholica of the surroundin,'; country 
were attended. Some portions o' 
this historic edifice are still stand- 
ing. It waa alao Father Kenny who 
In 1811 built St. Peter's ehnrch, 
Wilmington, which greatly enlarged 
and beautified, is now St. Peter's 
Cathedral. Adjoining It in 1839 was 
built the first of the fourteen 
parochial schools witii which the 
dioceae ia now supplied. 

When the War of the Rebellion 
wan over the Cathollea of Delaware 
hfid so increaaed In numbers and In- 
fluence that a division ot the dioceae 
of Philadelphia waa decided upon and 
on March 3, 18t;8, the diocese of 
WlkmiiiKioii was •■rect<'il with juris- 
diction over the State, together with 
the eastern shore eoaatles of Mary- 
land and Virginia. The Rev. Thomaa 
Andrew Becker, paator of St. Pater's 
church, Richmond, was appointed 
aa the first BlEbop of the new see 
snd he was consccyUed by Arch- 
bishop Martin John Spalding, of 
Baltimore, on August l(i, ISiiS. 
Bishop Becker was a convert to the 
faith. Ha was born In PltUburgh of 
German Protestant parents, but he 
became a Catholic while yet a young 
man. He completed hla studies tor 
the priesthood at the Propaganda 
and was ordained in Rome, July IS, 
1859. He returned home and after 
a brief niinistr.v at Martiiisburg was 
appointed to a professorship iu 
Moaat St. Mary's, Smmhsbarg. He 
then served tor a time aa Archbishop 
Spaldtng'a aecretary, after being pro- 
moted to the Richmond pastorate. 

On his cojisccratlon a censua of 
the diocese ot Wilmington showed a 
Catholic population of about 5,000, 
fourteen churches, moatly In bad 
repair sad aome mere sheds; and 
only eight p ri aats. Ia alghtaaa yeara 
he had laereaaad the anoibar of 
churches to twenty-eU aad the 
priests to twenty-one, beetdsa the 
Catholic population had nearly 
doubled. He was transfered to the 
see ot Savannah, March S6, 1SS6, aa 
Its sixth Bishop, to succeed the 
Right Rev. William H. Groaa, who 
had been promoted to ba Amhblahop 
of Oregon City. Bishop Becker's 
health failed rapidly and while 
recuperating at Washington, Ga., he 
died July 29, 1889. A notable be- 
quest in his will was a legacy ot 
115,000, in trust for twenty-five 
years tar the educatloa of worthy and 
deeervlag young man for tha priest- 
hood, on ooadlUon thst they be na- 
tive AmeHeaas, total abatalaers and 
willing to devote their lives to the 
service of God in the diocese of 
Savannah. The truat haa Just ex- 
pired.
